- Getting from Shanghai's Inter- 
national Settlement to the train had 
complications. At the Garden Bridge 
my driver stopped and handed me my 
bag. The mysterious disappearance of 
two or three Chinese chauffeurs in the 
Japanese area—they were offering un~ 
welcome competition—makes taxi 


_ drivers from the Settlement decidedly 


unwilling to leave the foreign conces~ 
sion. Having no choice but to wall 
across the bridge, I made my way.o 
the ‘other side through the jam of 
honking trucks and chattering Chin- 
ese. The next problem was to find a 
Japanese taxi. 

Eventually one of 34 vintage 
in, we started 
bumping toward the.station. The closer 
we approached the. fewer were 
the buildings standing. The North 
Station was in the path of 
Shanghai’s -most severe fighting. 
Hence a shack now takes its 
place. Some 150 refugees, haggard and 
tired, were waiting to buy tickets. Pro- 
bably not more than half would be 
‘successful. To the left, soldiers with 
packs, water canteens and bayonets 
were lining up, and toward the ticket 


‘window a'few Japanese. businessmen 


were elbowing their way against odds 
considerable even for a Japanese. ; 

When the gates opened, to my sur- 
prise I found. the train was Japanese 
—a straight-back-seated duplicate of 
the coaches I had been riding the last 
six months. Segregation followed. Sol- 
diers and refugees went to third-class, 
cars, and businessmen to the second 
class, along with three or four Chinese 
converts to the New Reform Govern- 
ment, a Roman Catholic priest from the 
United States, and myself. Pulling 
out of the station, I glimpsed a group 
from the Japanese. Women’s Defence 
Society giving a final “banzai” to the 
soldiers. : 

The first hour was through “No 
Man’s Land"—one year later. Except 
for the fact that the streets have been 

partially cleared of debris, little has 
changed since the fighting moved on. 
Certainly only slight reconstruction. 
Leaving the city. behind, we presently 
came into farm country. In field after 
fleld. winter wheat stood 12 inches 
high, but the farms were devoid of 
human life. 


- Six hours after leaving Shanghai, we 


. Jatrived at the occupied capital. Carry- 


ing my bag off the train (it was hardly 
the place to except redcaps), I dis- 
covered to my amazement a Hne fér 
baggage inspection forming at the sta- 
tion exit. But why? Guns and “danger- 
ous thoughts,” I learned. 


The Japanese army and its bombers 
did a thoroughly effective piece of 
work in crushing Nanking. From 
Chiang’s capital and symbol of a re~ 
uniting China, it is now reduced to 
300,000 refugees too poor to leave, to 
empty Government buildings and 
razed homes. It was my first experi- 
ence of being in an annihilated city. 


The great reinforced-concrete Goy-" 
crane buildings, suggestive for se 


at some. of ‘Washington's | iuctiees, 
had withstood heavy bombardment. 
A ‘gaping wall, a. crushed roof, but 
nevertheless the’ buildings: remained 
intact. Little is left, however, of the 
shopping district. . Most of the stores 
‘were brick, and under’ bombing, brick 
goes down in one formless heap. It is 
possible in this district to walk along 
block after block where all that re- 
mains is a hal wall here and a few 
ground pillars further on. Turning off 
on a side road I found myself: amid 
acres of complete devastation—every~ 
thing razed. Chinese houses of the pea- 
sant and middle class type were never 
designed for durability. They collapse 
on the detonation of a bomb. 

- Outside the Chinese section, the city 
is lifeless except for the rumble of 
army trucks and the.drone of bomb~ 
bers. Wealthy Chinese have not re-~ 
turned, and the foreigners number ex- 
actly twenty-three. 

The Japanese who are not at their 
best when doing things foreign style, 
go*down in defeat against the odds in 
Nanking. Prefering maids to men-ser- 


vants, they have dismissed the Chinese- 


help and imported young girls from 
the agrarian districts of. Kyushu. The

Some say that the English have a 
‘genius for compromise, that they pre- 
fer to take things us. they come, to 
make the best of circumstances, and 
to “muddle through” instead of fol- 
owing some definite rule or plan. .

DEFENCE (FINANCE) 
REGULATIONS 


—— 3 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE HELD 
BY BRITISH SUBJECTS — 


Attention is drawn_to the. fol- 
lowing extract from No. 3 B_of 
the above Regulations, which 
came into force on the 25th 
September. ‘ ; 

(1) Every British subject re- 
sident in the Colony who at the 
date on which this Regulation 
comes into operation is, or after 
that date becomes, entitled to sell, 
or to procure the sale of, any 
foreign currency to which this 
Regulation applies shall offer it, 
or cause it to be offered, for sale 
to the Government, or to a person 
designated by the Governor for 
the purposes of this Regulation, 
at such price as may be determin- 
ed by or on behalf of the 
_ Governor. 

(2) Every British subject’ re- 
sident in the Colony who at the 
date on which this Regulation 
comes into operation is, or after 
that date becomes, entitled - to 


assign, or to procure the assign- |. 


ment, of any right to receive out- 
side the Colony or the United 
Kingdom, in respect of any credit 
‘or balance at a bank, payment of

Changsha, To-day. 


LARGE-SCALE FIGHTING is raging in a wide area lying 
between the Sinsiang River and the Mi River in north 


Hunan. 


The immediate objective of the Japanese drive appears to 
be Milo on the Canton-Hankow Railway, 45 miles north. 
of Changsha. While Japanese marines who landed at

at the Criminal Sessions this morning before.the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor. 


The case for the Crown is being 
conducted by Mr. J, Whyatt, while 
first and second accused are defended 
by Mr. H. C. Macnamara, instructed 
by Mr. C, d’Almada and the others are 
represented by Mr. Leo d’Almada Jr. 
instructed by Mr. PF, H. Loseby. 

The following compose the jury, 
Messrs. V. A. Stenson (foreman), M. 
A. Prata; H. J. A. Hearne, W. Mok, 
Cheung Tin-li, U Tat-chee and Hooi 
Yip-heng. - : 

The greater part of this morning's 
proceeding was ‘occupied with formal 

_ evidence of Mr. F. W. Shaftain, who 
attended the identification parade, In- 
“spector L. R. Whant, who noticed 
bloodstains on the clothing of first 
defendant, and of the Police’ interpre- 
ter, who took the defendants’ state- 
ments when charged.

He recalled secing 
Lo So, who had been wounded, lean- 
ing against the counter in front of 
the Fook Chan tea house, some dis~- 
tance away. 

WONG'S STORY 

First defendant, Wong Ying, said he 
lived in a hut in the rear of Fort 
Street. He was a boiler-maker, em- 
ployed on odd jobs at Taikoo Docks. 
He did not know, Lo So, deceased. At 
about 9 p.m. on July 22, he went to 
Yip So-kee’s shop to look for a clans~ 
man who owed him money. He could 
not find him there and left the shop. 

Yip, he said, collected money from 
the players. The one who held a cer- 
tain card had .to pay him. He. admit- 
ted that Mr. C. l’Almada. had tried to 
find his clansman, but added that 
even if found, he would not come to 
court for fear of Chan Sam-chai. 

As he was leaving the shop, he saw 
Chan Sam-chai and six others near 
the entrance, watching for him. He 

' knew Chan and another Yam Long. 
The men dispersed and some stood at 
the side of the door. Chan: hit him 
on the shoulder with -a- weapon which 
appeared ‘to be a piece of iron.
